return the value of property reported stolen 
during the year was $248,469,04, while 
the value of property recovered by the 
Polico ond restored to owners was only 
$10,883.22, about a twenty-fourth part of 
the whole!” ' It is true that the sum included 
$59,000 reported stolen fro:n the steamship 
Zojiro, which may have occurred out of 
the Colony, but even allowing for ‘that 
the: amount of Stolen property revovered, 
was absolutely trivial. The sume report 
states that thirty-four gang robberies were 
committed in 1902, and that in twenty-four 
cases no arrest was made, and similarly out 
of eighteen cases of streetand highway 
robbery in only six instances were arresta 
made. Fourteen cases of rabberies on boats 
and junks were made during the year, 
and, in connection with nine of these 28 
persons wére arrested, while in five cases no 
arrests were made, From this it would 
appear that the. Water Police were more 
vigilant tuan the land force, However 
that may be, it is only too evident that 
there is something sadly wanting in our 
Police administration, and more- especially 
in the detective department, Burglaries are 
obviously on the’ increase, and the utter 
failure of the Police to get.on the track of 
the perpetrators is not only ‘alarming and 
disquieting to peaceful citizens, but it affords 
such encouragement to the thieves that 
crime is likely to derelopinto a most serious 
epidemic. It is many yeara since such a 
wave of crime passed over the Colony.

In tho High Court of Justice recently an 
sotion was-broaght by the owners, master, and 
crow of the steamship Hermes to recover salvage 
remuneration for services xeodered to’ the 
defondanta’ atonrasbip Ajax and her cargo in 
tha Red Sea betwoen June 12 and 24, 1902. 
Tho Hermes isan especially constructed salvage 
steamship of 394 totis registor, fitted with 
pumps capable of pumping 4,500 tons an hour, 
and is manned by o crew of 24 hands. She is 
fully equipped with divers and diving apparatus 
aud with other salving appliances, and is kept 
constantly ready. with steam up ond o fall crow 
on board, so as to be able to proceed to sea at 
the shortest notice, Tho Ajavis o steel screw 
ateamship of 7,040 tons gross regiater, with o 
crow of 65 hands; aud at about noon on June 1, 
3902, whon she was approiching Jiddsh in the 
course of's. voyage from Glasgow and Birken- 
head to the East with o general cargo, sho 
grasod over a reef and began to make water eo 
that it was necessary. to beach her ona coral 
yoof just inside the inner. gatowoy at the 
entrance to the port. It was arranged that the 
Hermes, which was them lying at the Pirrous, 
should immediately proceed to the assistance of 
the Ajaz, According to tho. plaintiffs, the 
sgreement wos that the owzers of. tho Ajan 
should pay the sum of £1,500 im consideration 
of the Hermes leaving the Pirvous-for Jiddab, 
subject, however, to this sum being reduced to 
£750 if for any reason the Hermes should be 
stopped at Port Said, and that the sum of £1,500 
‘was to be treated as o poyment on account’ of 


‘any salvege reward which the plaintiffs might 


subsequently be held entitled: to, ond that, 
apart from the eum of £1,500, the salvage was 
on the hasis.of “no cure, no pay.” The Hermes’ 


on June 12, on which day the defendants paid to 
the plaintiffs the som of £1,500. Whon the 
Hermes orrived divers wore at once sent down 
to inspeot tho leaks, and the plaintifis subse. 
quently constructed 6 largo patch 36ft. long’ 
by 9ft, brosd to be placed over the damaged 
‘Tho leaks were stopped by wedges on 
June 13,and the Herm ‘s then proceeded to pamp 
out ,the water from the Ajaa, and by 2.30 on 
June 14 she was got afloat, The patoh was then 


securely fixed, and at about 630 am, on J ‘une 


18 the'two steamers left for Suez, which was 


reaohed in safety at shout noon on June 21. 


The Hermes then took her own gear on board, 
and on June 24 received notice from tho master 
of the Ajaz that ber services woro no longer re- 
quired. The value of the Hermes waa £22,000. 
The value of the Ajax was £53,640, snd of ber 
cargo, £104,397, together £168,387, thore ‘being 
no freight at risk. : i
